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Palm Beach Junior College Has A New Name 


Palm Beach Junior College (PBJC) has 
been renamed Palm Beach Community 
College (PBCC). The change was ap¬ 
proved by the Board of Trustees with a 4- 
1 vote during the June Board Meeting. 

The new name was suggested to more 
accurately reflect the broad scope of 
programs and services that the College 
provides to the community. 

PBCC opened in 1933 as the first 
public community college in Florida. From 
its beginnings as a co-educational, day- 
student junior college which only empha¬ 
sized courseworkforuniversitytransfer, it

It has built a repu¬ 
tation for quality education in Palm Beach 
County.

The College's ability to respond to 
change andto initiate programs that meet 
the needs of businesses and individuals 
has given the institution the opportunity 
to broaden its educational scope. 

"Because Palm Beach Community Col¬ 
lege is community based, we are respon¬ 
sible for meeting the needs of Palm 
Beach County," explained Eissey. 

"Through educational partnerships with 
local business and industry, and elemen¬ 
tary and high schools, we are able to keep 
pace with the changing educational and 
technical demands of our residents and 
provide them with the education they need 
to succeed," he said. "Hundreds of local 
business persons, public leaders, and resi¬ 
dents serve on PBCC's advisory commit¬ 
tees to provide direction for programs." 

"We literally have something for every¬ 
one at PBCC," said Eissey. "We offer 
quality programs, including Associate in 
Arts Degrees for the first two years of a 
bachelor's degree, plus vocational edu¬ 
cation, continuing education programs to 
upgrade present employment skills, and 
personal enrichment classes." 

PBCC's programs attract a cross-section 
of residents from the community. Men and 
women, ages 3-to-90 with an average age 
of 34, attend classes during the day, 
evening, and weekend. PBCC serves over 
43,000 credit and non-credit students

Palm Beach Community College Offi¬ 
cials have announced that a new Respir¬ 
atory Care Degree Program will be offered 
at the North Campus in Palm Beach 
Gardens. 

During Fall term of 1 988, students may 
take courses to satisfy pre-admission re¬ 
quirements. Respiratory Care Classes be¬ 
gin in August of 1 989. 

The Degree Program, which must be 
approved by national and state licensing 
agencies, consists of approximately 78 
credit hours of work. Technical and scien¬ 
tific classes are balanced with clinical 
practicums. 

Respiratory Care is a health care field 
that includes prevention, diagnosis, treat¬ 
ment, management, and rehabilitation of 
people with lung problems. 

In Palm Beach County as well as South 
Florida, there is a severe shortage of 
properly-trained and licensed respiratory 
care personnel. 

The two-year Associate in Science De¬ 
gree in Respiratory Care was established 
with the help of the local health care 
community. The Program is designed to 
provide local hospitals with high-quality 
trained professionals. 

Approximately $300,000 to fund the 
Program over the next three years has 
been pledged by hospitals, health care 
providers and businesses. 

Initial contributors include the Ameri¬ 
can Lung Association, Boca Raton Com¬ 
munity Hospital, Good Samaritan Hos¬ 
pital, John F. Kennedy Hospital, Jona¬ 
than's Landing, Jupiter Hospital, Palm 
Beach Gardens Hospital and St. Mary's 
Hospital.

This year, there was a tie for First Place 
in the Business Category. Jonathan's 
Landing and Motorola were both given 
top awards for their support of Palm 
Beach Community College. 

Jonathan's Landing was selected for 
several reasons. It has provided part-time 
employment for students, participated in 
cooperative education programs, offered 
incentives to current employees to attend 
the College, and has contributed to the 
North Campus Golf Tournament Scholar¬ 
ship Funds. 

Richard Plowman, Representative of 
Jonathan's Landing, has served on vari¬ 
ous advisory committees and encouraged 
other businesses to become involved 
with the growth and development of 
PBCC. 

Motorola was selected for its unique 
relationship with PBCC. Many students 
have part-time jobs at the Motorola plant 
in Boynton Beach. Employees are offered 
incentives to take courses at PBCC, and in 
some cases, the College trains current 
employees on the actual job site. 


In-service training has also been pro¬ 
vided by Motorola for a selected number 
of instructors in the computer science 
and engineering technology areas. Rep¬ 
resentatives of Motorola have regularly 
served on advisory committes and partic¬ 
ipated in the attainment of selected State 
grant programs. 

In the Association Category of the 
Business/Education Partnership Awards, 
Atlantic Coast Dental Research Clinic 
was chosen for its support of PBCC's 
Dental Health Program. 

Atlantic Coast Dental Research Clinic 
has worked with the College since 1 966. 
The Clinic provides students with patient 
and doctor chairside contact before grad¬ 
uation, and regularly employs PBCC Den¬ 
tal Health Program graduates. 

The Clinic donated $1,000 in financial 
aid and emergency funds to students, in 
addition to giving equipment, texts, sup¬ 
plies, and videotapes to the College. They 
also provided additional funds for spec¬ 
ialized recruiting purposes. 

Other nominees included: Don Carter's 
All-Star Lanes, Centel Cable Company, 
and the Palm Beach County Association 
of Chiefs of Police. 


Training 
Partnership 
A Big Success 

To assist in Pratt & Whitney's (P&W) 
initiative to expand its space propulsion 
business, Palm Beach Community Col¬ 
lege (PBCC) has provided a specialized 
rocket safety training course to nearly 
200 Pratt 8- Whitney employees. 

PBCC developed the course at P&W’s 
request and in response to specific train¬ 
ing requirements identified by the com¬ 
pany. The course is taught by Palm Beach 
Community College instructors at P&W's 
facility in northern Palm Beach County. 

Edward M. Eissey, President of Palm 
Beach Community College, visited the 
P&W site in July to review the results of 
the training program with company of¬ 
ficials. 

After the site visit, Eissey said, "I am 
proud and pleased that PBCC has been 
increasingly beneficial to Pratt and Whit¬ 
ney, and the College is looking forward to 
a continued partnership." 

William C. Missimer, President of Pratt 
& Whitney's Government Engine Bus¬ 
iness, said, "We are pleased that PBCC 
was able to tailor a course to meet our 
specific needs. This is an example of an 
industry and education partnership that 
meets South Florida business needs." 

The training program at Pratt & Whit¬ 
ney is offered through PBCC's Center for 
Business and Industry. To stimulate ec¬ 
onomic growth in the community, the 
College provides specialized training pro¬ 
grams for employees of new, expanding, or 
diversifying businesses. 

Grant funds are made available through 
PBCC and the Florida Sunshine State Skills 
Program. Application for grant funds is 
through a competitive process which re¬ 
quires design of a training program to meet 
specific needs for a targeted employer 
with an emphasis on creating new jobs. 

The employer must match the grant in 
an amount that is equal to or greater than 
the grant amount. This can be in the form 
of dollars, personnel expenses, company 
trainer expenses, travel, equipment, ma¬ 
terials, supplies, facility, or other "in-kind" 
services. 

The training program must be com¬ 
pleted by December 30 of the year the 
program began. To evaluate the program, a 
representative of the State Board of Com¬ 
munity Colleges visits the site during and 
at the end of the training.

who include recent high school graduates, 
industrial employees interested in upgrad¬ 
ing job skills, women returning to school 
after raising families, retired adults, and 
persons preparing for a second career. 

"People come to PBCC for several 
reasons," said Eissey. "While our smaller 
class sizes, experienced faculty, lower 
tutition cost, and convenient locations 
attract some, others find our broad scope 
of instruction and exciting learning envi¬ 
ronment appealing." 

Palm Beach Community College is ac¬ 
credited by the Southern Association of 
Colleges and Schools and the State De¬ 
partment of Education. This allows stu¬ 
dents who successfully complete two 
years of university parallel work at PBCC 
to be admitted to Florida's state univer¬ 
sities and to virtually all other colleges 
and universities in the United States. 

Over 74 majors from accounting-to- 
zoology, including medical and engi¬ 
neering studies, are available at PBCC. 
The 62 credits needed to complete fresh¬ 
man and sophomore requirements for 
university transfer can be completed in 
two years as a full-time student. In addi¬ 
tion, college credit can be received by 
taking proficiency examinations. 

Options for vocational studies are also 
varied. Choices include banking, com¬ 
puter technology, criminal justice, dental 
hygiene, electronics, hospitality manage¬ 
ment, legal assistant, and secretary. In 
addition, over 30 other vocational pro¬ 
grams are available in the two-year Asso¬ 
ciate in Science Degree Program. Eighteen 
non-degree certificate programs are also 
offered. 

PBCC has 651 full-time and adjunct 
faculty. The student-teacher ratio in most 
classes is 24 students to one teacher. 


In addition to academic offerings, a 
variety of college-life activities are avail¬ 
able to students. Among the choices are 
intercollegiate athletics, intramural sports, 
service clubs, special interest clubs, hon¬ 
or fraternities, and student government. 

Senior citizens will find many offerings 
at PBCC. Persons over 60 can register 
free for classes on a space available 
basis. Other activites for seniors include 
Senior Players, Institute of New Dimen¬ 
sions seminars, lectures, and travel tours. 

Young people can access several pro¬ 
grams to become familiar with PBCC. 
Children can attend Camp Junior College 
for recreation and academic programs. 
Minority students who have just gradu¬ 
ated from high school can participate in 
the Fast Break Program, designed to 
introduce them to college. 

All persons in Palm Beach County are_ 
dependent on Palm Beach Community 
College for the quality of life that they 
enjoy. The College trains the profession¬ 
als who serve as police, firefighters, para¬ 
medics, nurses, dental assistants, postal 
employees and bankers. 

Entry to PBCC is open to all. There are 
no entrance GPA or SAT score require¬ 
ments. In addition, high school students, 
through the Dual Enrollment Program, 
can enroll at PBCC early in the senioryear 
and still graduate with their high school 
classes. 

PBCC costs less than universities and 
much less than private trade and voca¬ 
tional schools. In-state tuition is $24.50 
per credit hour. Out-of-state tuition is 
$46.75 per credit hour. 

Financial aid in the form of grants, 
scholarships, loans, and student employ¬ 
ment is available. In 1987, 1,417 stu¬ 
dents received more than $2 million in 
financial aid. 


Tuition fees provide about 30 percent 
of PBCC's operating budget; state fund¬ 
ing provides the other 70 percent. PBCC 
receives no local tax dollars. 

The quality of instruction of PBCC's 
programs is evident by the success of 
students and alumni. "We are proud of 
our students and our service to the com¬ 
munity," said Eissey. 

Palm Beach Community College is very 
proud of its accomplishments. It is truly a 
college providing for the higher educa¬ 
tional needs of Palm Beach County resi¬ 
dents.
